FROM THY REGISTER. 


Washington College.

In a previous communication, I took occasion 
to observe that the system of Collegiate educa- 
tion had received but little improvement in the! 
lapse of nearly two centuries. This isa very 
extraordinary fact, considering the rapid im- 
provements which have taken place in the state 
of society, and the changes which have been 
made in the modes of living. Perhaps it may 
be attributed, in no small degree, to the same sort 
of prejudice, which induces the more ignorent , 
husbandman to believe that the system his fa- 
thers have pursued, is the proper system for | 
him to follow, and that there is no occasion to 
seek for any higher perfection. 

The labors of Bell and Lancaster are working 
wonderful improvements in the modes of prima- 
ry instruction, and it is very probable that they 
mey produce beneficial effects on the higher 
branches of learning. The only considerable 
and successful innovation which appear to have 
been attempted on the established routine of 
Academical and Collegiate education, must be. 
ascribed to Mr. Fellenberg, in his Institution at 
Hofwyl in Switzerland, and the founders of the 
Polytechnic School in France. : 

Some of the principal features of the former 
establishment, are derived ist, from an Agricul- 
tural Institute, and an experiment Farm, by | 
means of which all the pupils are instructed in 
Agriculture, the primary art of life ; 2d, from 
@ coustant superintendance, without oppres- 
sion or annoyance, and a constant course of in- 
struction kept up by a free and familiar inter- 
course between the instructors and pupils ; and, 
3d, from a regular system of gymnastic exercis- 
es, consisting inthe use of arms, horticultural 
occupations, &c. to fill up the hours of recrea- 
tion, and thus to preserve the youth from habits 
of idleness or dissipation, while they are enga- 
ged in exercises essential to; health. There 
seem to be defects in Mr. Fellenberg’s system, 

which it is not necessary to advert to in this 
place. 

The principal improvements claimed for the 
Polytechnic Schools, consist in teaching the Sci- 
ences in a more practical way, or rather in redu- 
cing theoretical Science to practical purposes ; 
and in requiring a more especial attention to 
those Sciences which have a more immediate 
application to the Arts of life. It is also a pri- 
mary object to instruct the youth in the use of 
Arms, and all the branches of Military science. 
But there are also obvious defects and errors 
connected with this system. 

It is understood to be the object of the Trus- 
tees of Washington College to adopt as many of

Of all the professions, our Country is proba- 
bly most deficient in Civil Engineers ; a class

This department may well be connected 
with that of Political Economy, in which suita- 
ble instruction shall be given in the principles of 
Government, Commerce and Finance. These 
are branches of education which now form no 
part of our college system, but which are loudly 
demanded by the circumstances of our Country, 
and which may be turned to the most useful ac- 
count in the business of life.

From the Journal. 
OF OUR CANAL. 


It is true, in the art of making canals we huve 
not in this country much experience; and we 
must make up for it by caution. To Europe we 
may refer for examples; but there, cheapness of 
labour and perhaps superior skill, baffle com- 
parison, unless with much allowance. Our coun- 
try affords, however, some instances in which 
vatural difficulties have been encountered and 
subdued by native ingenuity aud perseverance.

But it is obvious that these are not a sure |$ 


guide, and that one work can compare with an- 
other only in general analogy. Local circum- 
stanees continually vary ; and a material differ- 
ence in the expense will arise from the route’s 
being parallel or transverse to the water courses 
and vallies of the country. 

Perhaps no one.of the professions demands a 
more incessant exertion of a sound judgment, 
than that of a civil engineer. It seems to re- 
quire an acquaintance with the exact sciences, 
great industry and patience in the investigation 
of facts, calculations of advantages, disadvanta- 
ges and consequences ; capacity and prompti- 
tude in business, and some knowledge of the 
forms of law.—But it will be essential that the 
line of duty should be drawn between the Board 
of Commissioners and the principal Engineer. 
Responsibility will rest advantageously to the 
proprietary on those who are able to sustain it ; 
but should not be so divided as to be a very light 
load. The principal engineer, if relied on pro- 


less. Let us allow that it will cost more than 
fifty per cent above the cost of canals in England, 
on which there is no very extraordinary difficul- 
ty to overcome. And to make a general com- 
parison, we will take the average of three of 
them, of dimensions probably about the same as

Erie i Ofidouble or treble these dimensions, 
being cabbblaied for the trade of the Western 
States as weil as of the fertile counties of New- 
York, and in its course bas had to overcome pro- 
digious difficulties. A great extent of the east- 
ern section is supported along the Mohawk by a 
wall. Its embankments are often high—its a- 
queducts noble—its culverts and bridges nume- 
rous—it passes through a hill of rock, and it ter- 
minates in a capacious artificial harbor. 

Santee canal was constructed jn a state where 
labour is very expensive, because inefficient ; and 
the engineer was under the delusion, that as the 
State allowed the dividends to be fifteen per cent ; 
that therefore the income would amount to it, 
whatever the investment. 

Neither Middlesex, Erie, or Santee can be 
considered so good a guide for Connecticut as 
the canals referred to in England. —The compar-

PerpioNan, July 10.

PARIS, July 20. 

The Pon> has met with a serious accident. On the 
evening of the 6th he. fell, in rising from his chair, and 
fractured the neck of the fermorel bone. He was alone 
at the time, but his cries bronght his attendant, and he 
was removed te bed. The surgeons had not informed 
him ofthe fracture. On the evening of the 7th he was 
seized with fever, and on the following day it was re- 
ported in Rome that his Holiness was in great danger. 

Loxnox, July 21. 

Private letters from Paris, received tis niérning by 
express, positively assert. that two entire regiments, of 
the corps under General Zayas, have gone over to the 
French, and that Gen. Bourmont has taken 30 pieces 
of artillery and a great qnantity of baggage, &c. from 
the constitutionalists, We are sorry to add, on infor- 
mation from another quarter, that the next accounts 
from Cadiz are expected to announce the liberation of 
the King. 

An oficial account of the particulars of the desertion 
of the constitutional troops has heen received. ‘They 
wero nnder the command of Villacammpa, and were 
stationed, notin the Isla, but at Arcos, a few miles dis- 
tant. Villecampa, in his despatch to the Minis'er of 
War at Cadiz, aiter relatiug the particulars, attributes 
the desertion of his troops to their hostility to the con- 
stitutional cause. He solicited his reeal, being appre- 
hensive that “the moment was not far distant, when 
he and bis staff might become vietims to the resentment 
{troops who think they are about to be engaged in an 
anti-natienal war” His request was complied with, 
and Gen. Zayas assumed the command in his place. 
We have received the Paris papers ct Friday. A 
despatch from Gen. Guilleminot, dated Madrid, July 
11, states, that in consideration of certain things being 
done, Morillo ¢ promises to co-operate in the delhver- 
ance of the King, and to act in concert with him (Guil 
teminot) to re-establish orderin the country.’—At the 
date of this despatch he bad not, indeed, formerly ac- 
knowledged the Madrid Regency ; but, to suppose he 
would refuse to do so, after having taken the other de- 
cisive step, would be an absurdity.

3, ‘That Baffin’s 
Bay, as it is called, is not properly a Bay, but 
fuims a part of the Arctic ocean, communicating 
with it by Lancaster streight. 4. That Green- 
land 1s not conjoined with the Arctic countries 
of North America, but forms an immense island, 
or rather a sixth continent (Australasia being 
the fitth) from the-extremity of the great head 
land which it projects, between Europe and 
America, to New Siberia, which appears to be 
its furthest limits. 5. ‘That ad nitting this, it 
inust be frozen land, and not the Hyperborean 
Ocean which fills the 89th degree of latitude and 
the North Pole. 6. That combining the result 
of the Polar expeditions with Russian discove- 
ries, there is reason to conclude, that this Arctic 
continent has been originally subject to the same 
geolegical laws as the other great divisions of the 
globe ; its: configuration, it would © appear, 
is similar; its greatest breadth being in the 
nothern part, as io the five other continents.
